WASHINGTON (AP) — 
William Cohen emerged from the 
White House to pointed questions 
on whether the United States was 
ready to attack Iraq in response 
to Saddam Hussein's defiance. 

“His padcncc is wearing thin," 
Cohen said of the president, but 
added that the United States sdll 
. wanted a diplomatic solution. 

' “There was no indication that 
weVe at the near-break point," he 
said.

Baby’s death in emergency room puts small-town doctor under fire

PORT ANGELES, Wash. (AP) 

— An elderly resident calls this 
small logging town oh the 
Olympic Peninsula "the end of 
ihe road.” 

It’s a hard place to keep a doc- 
tor, but pediatrician Eugene 
Turner has stayed for 27 years. 

He's treated children across gen- 
erations and earned a reputation 
for integrity, selflessness and 
sound medicid judgment. 

But his reputation is under 
scrutiny now, after a 3-day-old 
baby boy died in the emergency 
foom under his care. Police and 
state authoridcs are investigating 
and the baby’s parents, Martin 

and Michelle JklclQncmey, arc 

consulting on attorney about pos- 
sible Ic^ action in the death of 
their firstbom. 

ThO 'haby was pronounced 
dead twice; Police say they ore * 
looking into reports thoc the dx* 

(or "monuiiUy obstructed the air- 
way of the child” during the sec- 
ond course of treatment 
There was a snowstorm the 
ni^t Conor Shamus Mclnnomey 
stopped breathing as his mother 
nu^ him at home. 

The Mclnncrncys called 911 
about 7:40 pm. the night of Jan. 

12 , police say. 

Paramedics rushed the baby to 
Olympic Memorial Hospital, per- 
forming CPR en route. 

Twenty minutes after the 911 
call, the infant — his heart not 
beating, his eyes fixed and dilat- 
ed — was receiving emergency- 
room care, the hospital’s execu- 
tive board has dctennlncd. 

After 39 minutes, his heart was 
pumping again, says the board’s 
report on the case. 

But the baby had been without 
a detectable pulse for almost 40 
minutes. 

“The infant continued to be 
flaccid with fixed, dilated 
pupils," the report soys. 

“The situation was regarded as 
dj c m .il, and the parents were con- 
sulted. It was decided to cease 
advance life-support measures.” 

The baby died in his parents’ 
ams about 9:50 pjn., the execu- 
tive board says. An account by 
hospital staff says the baby died 
at 930 pan. 

.The Mclrmcmeys “were very 
much in accord" with the deci- 
sion to halt treatment, the pedia- 
trician, Dr. Eugene Turner, told 
The A^odated Press. 

Turner and the Mc^nerneys 
left the hospital. The infant lay 
motionless on a hospital cart 
About 30 minutes later, howev- 
er, a nurse found the baby gasp- ' 

tng. Ills skin turning pink. 

Turner was called back to the 
emergency room. He told a nurse 
not to call the Mclnncrncys, say- 
ing it would be too bard on them.

Developers manufacture it from 
whole doth, constructing a central 
village with brick-lined streets and 
more than 200 ski runs boasting 
the most vertical dovmhills and 
hi(di-specd lifts in the world.

Afghans 
finally 
receive aid 

TAGgI HESAR, Afghanistan 
(AP) — Dozens of viliagcrs 
slogged through a blinding snow- 
storm to a U.N. truck stuck on an 
Af^an mountain Sanu’day, col- 
lecting the first aid to reach thtmi 
since a devastating earthquake 10 
^ys earlier. 

Meanwhile, new tremors shook 
, northeastern Afghanistan, waking 
sleeping survivors of the Feb. 4 
;; quake and. sanding them ni»/»ing 
■for open space. There were no 
immediate reports of casualties 
. &Y>m Satiirdoy's aftershocks; the 
initial quake killed up to 5,000 
people. 

. Reports also emerged Saturday 
of renewed fighting between 
opposiden forces and the Toliban 
ZsZ^c onny along a rauce being 
lisedbyaid convoys. 

Relief trucks reached the hanl- 
•st-hic areas for the first time, 
femote villages where people 
tvhosc homes were flattened had 
been fending for themselves in 
sub-zero temperatures. 

' Relentless snow, rain, wind and 
fog have frustrated efforts to 
deliver aid to the estimated 
30,000 people left homeless. 

About 100 men in Taghi Hesor, 
near the epicenter of the quake, 
watclicd thc'oid winding up their 
mountain Saturday. Some seemed 
^surc whether to believe help 
bad finally arrived. 

; Since the horrific night when 
mountain growled, shook and 
spewed tons of mud on their vil- 
l^c, these men had been tvaidng. 

' A few miles from the village, 
the U.N. truck packed with blan- 
kets, sheeting and food came to a 
grinding holt in the mud. Aid 
workers could not budge the vehi- 
cle, so residents came to retrieve 
the supplies. 

Men bundled in blankets slui^ 
110-pound bags of flour on their 
backs, hunched forward and 
txgan the arduous return trek to 
their ruined homes and waiting 
families. Others cajoled donkeys 
through the muck. 

Of the 800 families who lived 
here before, only 40 remain. 

Ac least 150 people died the 
night of the quol^ Another 2300 
fled. Those who remained, too 
weak and tired to leave, said the 
last week had been a nightmare, 
living outside wrapped only in 
wet, torn rags, forced to dig 
through the rubble with their 
l^ds for sustenance. 

“When the earth shook I 
grabbed my children and we 
crawled beneath a table ... and 
then we ran for the door.

Medical costs grip elderiy 

I manage an apartment com- 
plex in Hagcrman that houses 


elderly people on flxed 
incomes. We have on older cou- 
ple living in one of our apart- 
ments who ore both on medica- 
tion essential to thdr health; 
they ore having problems. 

The only income they have 
coming in is from his retire- 
ment, in which he gets $8,562 a 
year and his wife gets $2,484 a 
year. This totals out at $11,046. 
They have Medicare token out, 
which is $525 a year. This 
leaves a total of $10,521. 

The problems: 

1. Last year as of Jon. 13, 

1597, he owed Gooding County 
for medical prescriptions of 
$5,400.25, in which they pay 
G<»ding County $10 a month. 
This year, it’s about $10,000. 

2. St. Luke's Hospital in Boise, 
1997: $15,774. 

3. Twin Falls Clinic & 
Hospital, 1997: $2,183. 

4. Gooding Family Clinic, 
1997: $516. 

She has been on medication, 
but hers was paid for by her 
Medicaid card In 1997. 

1. On Nov. 25, 1997, she was 
cut off from Medicaid. The wel- 
fare office, said they sent her a 
letter, but she didn’t get it until 
January 1998. 

2. A pharmacy in Twin Falls 
sent her medication through the 
month of December 1997 for a 
total of $464.22. It refused to . 
send her more mcdfoidon until 

* the bill waspald. 

3. She is a diabetic on insulin. 
She could not afford to pay the 
bill, and the pharmacy refused 
to send her medication. 

4. She is getting her medica- 
tion from another pharmacy. 

Her bill there is obout $70 a 
month. 

- If you know anything about 
diabetes, you know what being 
without insulin can do. This 
month, she had to pay $70 and 
could not afford to get one more 
type of medication, hoping she 
could get by without it until 
they could afford it. 

I understand about the wel- 
fare reform system trying to get 
people off of it that ore able to 
Work. These people should not 
be able to get w^arc, but older 
people who arc barely able to 
get along should be able to get 
help. 

I think it's disgraceful that a 
pharmacy con refuse medica- 
tion essential to o person’s 
health when they can’t afford to 
pay the whole bOl.

Since 1991, with the home- 

' owner exemption, the taxable 
value of residential property 
in Idaho rose 108.5 percent, 
while population grew less 
than 20 percent. Most of that 
increase resulted from 
increased assessments on 
existing homes. 

Residential rates rose $177 
million from 1991 through 1997, 
73.6 percent compared to an 
increase of 32 percent for all 
other property. 

[Had there been no homeown- 
er exemption, residential taxes 
would have biwn up 625 per- 
c^t since 1976 and total non- 
residential taxes 165.1 percent. 
With the homeowner exemp- 
tion, total residential taxes ore 
up 537 percent since 1976 apd 
the totid for all other property 
218 percent. 

The method used to assess 
homes, plus an active market, 
pushes home values up faster 
than values of other kin^of 
property. Without a homeowner 
exemption, homcowncii ore vie-' 
dmized by a continuing “tax 
shift.” The exemption offsets 
some of that shift. Its function is 
equity, not a “tax break” for 
homeowners. 

■ The value of the exemption 
now shrinks each year for those 
homeowners who have reached 
the $50,000 upper limit. That’s 
the reason for the bill to index 
the upper limit for inflation, not 
to expand the benefit of the 
exemption but to maintain it. 


The purpose of the other bill 
is to give residential property, 
including rentals, modest pro- 
tection from future increases in 
the value of lots by exempting 
20 percent of the increases. If 
the value of your lot rose 
$10,000, you would pay added 
toxes'on $8,000. 

. Most homeowners understand 
that taxes have risen excessive- 
ly in recent years with acceler- 
ated increases in market value. 
The remedy is to adjust the 
homeowner exemption for infla- 
tion.

Idaho man talks about 
crane migration project

HAGERMAN.r.Thc. weather was bet- 
ter suited for water birdis than for bird 
watchers. 

— BuLtke people who showed up for the 
fourth Winter Waterfowl Festival in 
Hagerman Saturday were enthusiastic, 
event organizers. sold. . 

The day included guided bird-watch- 
ing tours, workshops and presentations. 
But the festival’s star attraetion was an 
evening presentation by Kent Clegg, 
who talked about his whooping crone 
migration project 

Clegg raised four endangered whoop- 
ing cranes and lost fall in an ultialight 
o^Ionc led them on on 800-mile migra- 
tion to their winter grounds in the 
Bosque del Apache National Wildlife 
Refuge on the Rio Grande in New 
Mexico. 

He has worked with the U.S. Fish and 
Wildlife Service on cranes for about 20 
years. And he has been flying ultra- 
lights for about 10 
years. 

Some years ago, 
he trained a pet 
sandhill crane to 
follow him in the 
ultralight airplane. 
Then in 1995 and 
1996, he led a small 
flock of sandhill 
cranes on their 
migration to New 
Mexico. 

Last fall, he led 
the four whooping 
cranes and seven 
sandhill cranes to 
New Mexico from 
his southeast Idaho 

ranch. 

The birds first learned to follow him 
as a person on the ground. Then he 
trained them to follow him on a four- 
wheeler and finally the ultralight. 

Flying three or so hours a day, they 
covered about 100 to 120 miles a doy. 

“If the weather is good, it’s really o 
wonderful trip,” Clegg said. 

But the real work is the research, and 
(raining the birds to follow the ultra- 
light and still remain wild enough to 
survive in the wild, “to be normal 
cranes," he said. “That’s the trick." 

' ' If'the project works, the whooplng ~ 
cranes should start back to Idaho in 
three or four weeks, Clegg said. The 
two surviving cranes are equipped with 
radio transmitters so he con track them. 

Saturday morning’s event featured 
two guided bird watching tours and a 


The afternoon featured a boat trip 
post a heron rookery on an island in (he 
Snake River and workshops on birds of 
prey, bird behavior and how to.mokc an 
urban backyard into a haven for birds. 

The cold, wet weather may have kept 
away a number of people, said Kevin 
Lynott of Malad Gorge Stole Pork.

TWIN FALLS - This time of year, 
Americans begin the iiiurual process of 
preparing income tax returns. 

U.S. attorneys and investigators some- 
times do the some work, but for differ- 
ent reasons. They collect records of 
income, expenses and deductions and 
basically file a tax return with n court. 

It’s one of several civil and criminal 
tools used to battle a small but vocal 
group: tax protesters. And for whatever 
reason, the isolated protesters in the 
Iniermountoin West are a somcwliat dif- 
ferent breed, on IRS diicf says. 

“I just think there is a different 
atmosphere, a different mentality, more 
prcvclant to take action and maybe 
somewhat hostile,” said 
Susan Dukes, Internal 
Revenue Service finan- 
cial investigation brimeh 
chief for the Rocky 
Mountain District in 
Denver.

' Utah Gov. Mike Leavitt says he’s - 
convinced Salt Lake can build 
first-rate Olympic venues for sub- 
stantially less money than the 
Japanese have spent on facilities 
for the 1998 Olympics.

MOSCOW (AP) — Will Sieger, 
an adventurer to the world's 
most inhospitable places, has 
wanted to explore since child- 
hood. 

His resume reads like an 
extreme-sport enthusiast’s travel 
guide: dog-sled trips to both 
poles, climbing in the Andes, 
motorboat jaunts the length of 
the Mississippi River and Imyak- 
tng more than 10,000 miles of the 
• world's northemmostrivers. 

Steger told some stories and 

showed slides. to students. at St. 

Mary's Catholic School 
McDonald Elementary School 
and Lena Whitmore Elementary 
School last week. 

In 1995, he led th 
International Arctic Project, 
six-person expedition from 
Russia to Canada by way of the 
Arcdc Ocean, and the first dog 
sled expedition to cross the 
Arcdc in a single season. Along 
the way, he sent messages to 
schools around the globe track 
ing the trip via the Internet. 

Upon completion of the expo- 
didon, the Nadonal Geographic 
Society awarded him the John 
Oliver La Gorcc Medal for explo- 
ration, an honor shared with 
Amelia Earhart, Robert Peary 
and Jacques Cousteau. 

On the 1989-90 Intemadonal 
Trans-Antarctic Expedirion, he 
led scientists from around the 
world on the Hrst Antorede cross- 
ing by do^ sled — the longest 
polar crossing ever. 

At the time, several countries 
were considering beginning min 
ing expeditions on the remote 
continent, and Steger said he 
wanted lo show them Antarctica 
was worth preserving in its pris- 
tine state- 

‘Tm always cautious of caus- 
es," Steger said. "This was sort of 
the first time. We made it kind of 
a popular stage, or. cause, to pre- 
serve Antarctica." 

Steger grew up in a family 
where his parents never even 
camped as he grew up in 
Minnesota. His desire to explore 
came mainly from reading 
. Notional Geographic, ond his par- 
ents' willingness to let him tromp 
liito the wo^. 

Steger docs not have any 
immediate plans for his next 
exploration, but he would like to 
<be more iwlf-rcliont, using'fcwcr 
supply drops from planes and 
■ maybe skiing where he would 

normally use dogs.- 

He plans on moving with his 
wife into a cabin in the most 
remote piece of wilderness he 
can find and writing daily,

Psychiatrist

Lcritz, 53, may ask the commis- 
sion to lift the suspension in as 
soon os six montlis. 

He first must undergo a psycho- 
logical evaluation and mental 
health treatment. He also is 
required to pay a 510,000 fine 
and reimburse one of the patients 
he had sex with for all fees paid 
since Jan. 1, 1996. 

Lcritz said Friday he was disap- 
ixjintcd he couldn’t immediately 
return to work. 

He said he immediately Hied a 
petition-asking the board to 
reconsider the indefinite suspen- 
sion. “Everyone’s gomg to be 
hyper-alert. I’m obviously going 
to be ^ucaky clean.” 

The commission found Lcritz 
had sex with two female patients 
and cared for them negligently. 

Lcrit z, who has be e n a Spokane 

psycHfatrist ^ce f974, has said 
he had sex with the two women 
because he fell in love with them.

NAGANO, Jopan - Byn Kulik’s cool, as 
much os his quad, made him on Olympic 
champion Somrday night, carrying him 
from his first mountain of a jump to a 
red-dieeked smile at the end. 

No Olympic skater ever landed so 
many tough Jumps. Few skated with such 
sophistication, as rhapsodic as his music 
And not since half a century ago did a 
young man in his first Winter Games 
claim the figure skating gold. i 
The 20-year-old Russian left two world 
champions scaring up at him after the 
frrec slate, gimpy-leggcd Canadian Elvis 
Stojko from the silver medalist’s plat- 
form and broken-hearted American Todd 
Eldredgc frrom far,'far away in four^ 
Frenchman Philippe Candcloro’s capti- 
vating performance in the free skate Mt- 
cd him from fifth place to bronze. 

Everyone skated for second place 
after Kulik's performance - o clean 
quadruple toe loop and eight Hawlcss 
triple Jumps interwoven with the kind of 
-atyle-feat- pr oie ct e d -at once a m ood ofr ' 
solitude and delight. Kulik caught per- 
fect^ the spirit of Gershwin’s “Rhap^y 
in Blue,” and he turned it into a vehicle 
for his nfnnrlng yOUltS. 

KulUc Imew lost year he had to inject 
more artistry, more finesse into his skat- 
ing, so be changed his coach and choreog- 
ropher and went back to work at his 
adopted rink in Marlborough, Mass.

pitcher Curt Schilling said in 
Clearwater. Fla., despite his

Teams started workouts in 
Florida and Arizona, expccting.6 
1/2 weeks In the sun as they pre- 
pared for the start of the season 
on March 31. 

In Tucson, Ariz., the expondon 
Arizona Diamondbacks practiced 
for . the first time ever. Manager 
Buck Showoltcr immediately had 
to deal with the team’s first-ever 


visa problem: pitcher Fernando 
Hernandez. 

“It always amazes me how they 
have visa problems in February 
when they’ve got the whole off- 
season to get it done,” Showoltcr 
said.

“Pm 
not sure whot to expect when I 
do start running, whether it’s 
fielding my position, covering the 
bases or if I get a base hit. 1 sus- 
pect, I’ll have some aches and 
pains, but that's the nature of the 
game.” 

At Sarasota, Fla., the new site 
of Cincinnati’s spring training, 
Jose Rijo threw several sets of 
long tosses. Rijo, who has had 
four arms operations, hasn't 
pitched in a game since July 
1995. 

"I feel awesome," he sold. “I

“They arc key components to 
our team,” general manager 
ainrley Casscrlyof Uie Redskins’ 
said of Harvey and Johnson. 
“They made a decision to stay 
home and forego free agency, to 
stay here where they are comfon- 
able. Where they wanted to play.” 

That makes quarterbacks the 
prime commodity. 

— Harbaugh,-who was expendnble- 
in Indianapolis because he had a 
$4 million contract, went to the 
Ravens for third- and fourth-round 
picks in April’s draft.

NAGANO, Japan (AP) - First, Martha 
Stewart arrived to spread the ways of 
Japanese gracious living. Then came 
Dave Letterman’s mom and the Top Ten 
. lists. Finally, several days of ^slocadon 
later, the U.S. Olympians put in an 

appearance.

week, the United States surfaced and

shined. At the vanguard iias Picabo 
Street: A silver medalist in 1994, the 
champion skier whooshed through the 
women’s supcr>G in 1:18.02 to take the 
gold - and maybe more. U.S. snowboard* 
-• — ers-grubbed-two bronzes-in-thefr 
Olympic premiere. And American Jugers 
became winners, breaking a 34-ycar 
drou^t to capture (heir first medal ever 

- and snagging another barely a minute 
later. 

Oh - the rest of the world. Three 
sports made official Olympic debuts. 
Norway's Bjorn Dahlic brought his cross- 
' ■ country skiing Olympic medal total to 10 

- six gold, four silver. Spccdskatcrs 
broke five records, three world and two 
Olympic; Japanese skater Hiroyasu 
Shimk , fastest man on ice, set two 
of those records and claimed his gold. 
Said Shimizu: “My father in heaven is 
the first person I told." 

The fizzlcrs? The weather. Marijuana. 
The Japanese ski jumper whose heart- 
breakingly blah performance reduced 
his countrymen to silence. And, in the 
first appearance by National Hockey 
. League stars, the United States playing 
on an expansive Olympic rink that fea- 
tures an extra 2,300 square feet of ice 
and losing to Sweden 4-2. 

One week in - a week when seconds, 
tenths of seconds and hundredths of sec- 
onds can define entire lifetimes - this 
was the 1998 Winter Olympics: a collec- 
tion of scenes with few defining events, 
some excellent performances and an 
array of niggling bumps both athletic 
and meteorological. 

Of course, an Olympics at its midpoint

NAGANO, Japan (AP) - For the past 
week, Miyuki Murakami has sat in her 
bridal shop watching thousands of 
Olympic hoi^cy fans stream past.

With the hotel reception halls all 
booked up, nobody is getting married 
until the Olympics ore over. Taking a 
drive is basically out, since there ore traf- 
fic restrictions everywhere.

U.S. women’s hockey team

NAGANO. Japan (AP) - If a six- 
goal scoring run and 30 minutes 
in penalties are what the U.S. 
women’s hockey team produces 
in a game that doesn’t matter, 
imagine what could happen when 
a gold medal is at stake. 

A psychological advantage was 
what was at stake Saturday night 
for the United States and Canada 
in the last of the Olympic round- 
robin games. The result: Canada 
gave up a three-goal lead in the 
third period to hand the United 
Smtes a 7-:4 victory. . 

“For a game that didn’t mean 
anything, it was played with the 
utmost intensity and passion,” 
U.S. coach Ben Smith said. 

“1 don’t think they con play bet- 
ter than they did. They were hot,” 
Canadian coach Shannon Miller 
said. 

The nvo already had earned 
spots in the first Olympic 
women’s ice hockey gold medal 
gome, to be played Tueday. 

In a preview of Tuesday's 
bronsc medal game, Finland b^t 
China 6-1 Satu^y night Sweden 
defeated Japan 54 in a matchup 
of the clirninated teams. 

liic United’States was down 4- 
1 when Laurie Baker began the 
scoring run with the first of her 
two goals at 7:05 of the third. 
Captain Cammi Granato added , 
another — her second - about four 
minutes later and Jennifer 
Schmidgall tied the score 4-4 with 
a power play rebound at 12:25. 

Patrida Dunn gave the United 
States the lead 23 seconds later, 
and Brown-Miller and Baker 
completed the scoring.

NAGANO, Japan (AP) - There 
was too much snow on the ski 
slopes, and a little redempdon on 
the sld jump. 

Japan's Mosahiko Horada, who 
blew gold medal shots last week 
in Nagano and four years ago in 
LUlchammcr, uncorked a record 
setting jump to finally win a 
medal - a bronze - before 30,000 
wildly cheering fans in the 120- 
meter sld jump. 

Teammate Kozuyoshi Funaki 
of Japan took the gold, while 
Jani ^ininen of Finland won the 

. silver. Harada’s mo nster j ump 

came just five days after his 
nightmarish finish in the 90K ski 
jump, when he blew the lead 
with a slioky second jump. 

For the Olympic skiers, it ^vas 
the same old story Sunday 
(Saturday night EDT): Another 
day, another delay.

Snow and thick fog on the 
Happo’onc course forced another 
posti»ncmcnt Sunday (Saturday 
nighrEST) in the men’s super-G, 
merely the latest Alpine event to 
be tormented by stormy weather.

There’s more on the line than a gold medal 
for the U.S. and Canadian men’s hockey teams 


NAGANO, Jopon (AP) - It’s the 
game Canada has waited 17 
months to ploy. Now, suddenly, it 
also has on aura of urgency for the 
Americans. 

When the two gold-medal con- 
tenders meet Monday (Sunday 
night EST), the only Uung official- 
ly at st^c is seeding in the qtuu> 
terfinal round of the Olympic 
tournament. 

Yeah, right. 

The Canadians have been pre- 
paring for this since September 
1996, when they finished second 
behind the United States in the. 
inaugural World Cup of Hockey. 
Although it is possible the teams 
will meet again within the week, 
the game represents the first 
chance here for both countries to 
establish hockey supremacy in 
North America and, arguably, the 
world. 

“There’s going to be a statement 
made, one way or another,” U.S. 
center Modano said. “After 
wc beat them in the World Cup, I 
think the pressure was on them to 
put together a team that could 
compete with us.

“Wc understand 
the importance to Canada and 
Canadians because of the World 
(^up loss, and both teams ore try- 
ing CO sort things out on the way to 
the gold medal game.” 

Wilson will stay with goaltcndcr 
Mike Richter, who has struggled 
with the New York Rangers this 
season and was unspectacular 
against Sweden but had 28 saves 
against Belarus. 

Richter was sensadonol in tho 
World Cup final, stopping 31 of 32 
sho ts through t he first tw o two__ 
perils in a'S^ win, capping'a 
courruunent in which he was 5-1 
with a 2.43 goals<igainst average. 

Canada has been planning its 
revenge ever since. 

“It’s certainly a game we want 
to get,” said Joe Nieuwendyk, 
who had a goal and two assists in 
leading Canada (2-0) past Sweden 
3-2 Saturday. “The U5. got back 
on track with a win over Belarus. 
Even though they stumbled 
against the Swedes, they feel If 
they can get this one, they’re right 
back where they wont to be.”

Kelly and his wife, Jill, have a 
hcolthy daughter, 2*yeor*oId 
Erin. 

Since Hunter was diagnosed 
last August, the Kellys founded 
Hunter's Hope Foundation and 
raised nearly $2 million, includ- 
ing $500,000 from Kelly and 
another $500,000 from celebri- 
ties attending a fund-raiser in 
New York last month.

Recently;' Morgan Stanley Doan 
Witter announced iu strategists' 12 tup 
stock picks for 1998.

"Silvcw Blaze,” Ihe Sherlock Holmes'

Normally, the firm trumpets the pe^ 
formance of the previous year's dozen 
stocks, which arc pockaged and sold a.s :i 
unit tnisL But those resulu went unmui- 
icrcd. 

I ran the numbers on my Bloomberg 
computer and soon realized why Morgan 
Stanley had been so taciturn. Of last 
year’s 12 stocks, six were losers, with 
four declining more than 25 percent. 
Eleven of the 12 failed to beat ilie 
Standard & Poor’s 500-stock index. In 
all, the portfolio returned 3.G percent for 
the year ending Jan. 23, 1997, compared 
with 27.4 percent for the S&P and 5,6 
percent for a ri.skle.ss one-year Tre.xsury 
bill. Miserable. 

1 point to this ILst not to cmbami.ss the 
venerable investment firm but to 
remind my readers — and myself — that 
picking stocks isn’t easy. In fact, in this 
environment, it gets harder all tlie time. 

As Michael Milken told me back in 
September, “I believe it's a market of 
stocks rather than n stock market.” It 
always is, but now, more so. 

In such a climate, it makes sense to 
turn to mutual funds. Let experts choose 
the stocks in your portfolio. But be 
aware that even the best can be out- 
foxed. 

Last year, our "10 mutual funds to 
have and to hold” returned an average 
of 21.1 percent — or, more accurately, 
22.7 percent after eliminating SoGcn 
International, which is a mixed-asset 
fund that holds lots of bonds and cash. 

The stock funds ea.sily whipped the Dow 
(up 17.8 percent for (he 12 montlis end- 
ing Jan. 28) but trailed the SfitP (up 27.4 
percent for the 12-monih period). What 
was encouraging, however, was that the 
nlnc'stock funds were consisrenr, with 
returns ranging from 16.9 percent to 
27.5 percent.

New rules 
make errors 
less cosdy 


who must make quanerly esti'

Fortunately, beginning with

i will make estimating errors a 
* little less expensive, according 
: to Mike Cates, a professional 
; tax preparer and an academic 
■ assistant at the College for 
i Financial PlannlngT’ 

; Retired taxpayers, he empha* 
: sizes, commonly pay estimated 
; taxes. “Retired people receive 
distributions from retirement 
plans, annuities, individual 
- retirement accounts, Social 
Scairity payments, interest and 
dividend^ and other investment 
income, none of which is sub* 
ject to withholding,” he says. 

Yet as a professional tax pre* 
:parer, Cates finds that many 
older taxpayers cither fail to 
pay every quarter as required 
or fail to make sufficient tax 
payments because they under- 
estimate what they will owe by 
the end of the year. The result 
is that they can be hit the fol- 
lowing April with a surprisingly 
large tax bill, plus underpay- 
ment penalties. 

It’s the underpayment penal- 
ties that were cased by the 
Taxpayer Relief Act of 1997. 
Beginning with the 1998 tax 
year (the first estimated pay- 
ment for the year is due April 
15), you’ll be able to underpay 
your total annual tax bill by up 
to $1,000 without having to pay 
a penalty. Before, the threshold 
was $500. This doesn't mean 
you don’t have to pay the under- 
payment, of course. It pst 
means the penalty won't hit os 
soon. 

As under the earlier law, you 
also won’t face penalties if your 
total estimated payments, plus 
payments withheld by an 
employer, equal at least 90 per-, 
cent of that current year’s tax 
bill. This is die cose cven'if you 
underpoy by more than $1,0(W. 

Estimating your tax bill this 
accurately is often difficult to 
do, Cates says. You can use the 
federal worksheet or see a tax 
professional. A safer way, 
chough, is to simply pay 100 per- 
cent of the preidous year’s tax 
bill. That way, ^ou con avoid o 
penalty even if your incon^c 
rises dramoiically compar&d

Are you too ‘rich’ for your own good.^ 

Special tax for wealthy begins to kick in for middle-income filers; blame it on no inflation index 


NEW YORK (AP) — They earn 
a combined low-six-figurc salary, 
live in an average-size home with 
high property taxes and hove a 
moderate amount of savings for 
retirement and their children’s 
education. 

Hardly a lifestyle of the rich 
and famous. Yet this typical mid- 
dle class couple could be consid- 
ered “rich" in the eyes of the 
Internal Revenue Service. 

If the deductions on their tax 
return — i.o. property taxes, 
home-equity IhrcrCstTwork-felat-' 
cd expenses, .even personal 
exemptions — reduce their regu- 
lar tax below a certain level, then 
a set of tax rules designed years 
ago for the rich, known as the 
alternative minimum tax,. kicks 
in. 

The couple would be forced to 
recalculate their taxes using a 
complicated formula that disal- 
lows many of their deductions. If 
the calculations yield a hi^cr 
tax than the regular method, the 
AMT is paid. 

More everyday people who poy ■ 
taxes arc being affected by the 
AMT even though the rules origi- 
nally were intended to keep big 
businesses and fabulously 
wealthy folks from using exotic 
shelters to escape taxes.

“1998 might be the year that 
Happens,” said Ed Slott, a 
Rockville Centre, N.Y., accoun-' 
tant and author of the book, 
"Your Tax Questions Answered."

‘Tlfsihg inedmes continue to 
push more and more taxpayers 
into the area where AMT 
becomes a real possibility.”

The number stood at 113,562

Tax experts believe changes in 
the tax code lost year will raise 
these figures even higher as tax- 
payers take advantage of new 
family-friendly tax brraks, there- 
by increasing the number of 
deductions on their returns.

Electronic filing cuts enors, time 


Starting in the 1998 tax year, 
this 1(X) percent rule extends to 
taxpayers whose prior year 
adjusted gross income (AGl) is 
$150,000 or more, Cates says. 
Previously, these lu^cr-income 
taxpayers had to pay at least 
110 percent of their prior year’s 
tax bill to be safe. 

However, this lower threshold 
is short-lived for higher-income 
taxpayers. The 100 percent test 
will remain only for one year. 
Starting in 1999, through 2001, 
the threshold jumps to 105 per- 
cent. In 2002, it jumps to 112 
percent, then iwttlcs back to the 
old no percent test in 2003 and 
beyond. 

None of these changes will 
help you on your 1997 tax 
return. The old underpayment 
rules still apply, with one excep- 
tion. 

The underpayment penalty is 
waived to the extent that any 
underpayment penalty was due 
to provisions passed in liic 1997 
tax act that became effective 
during 1997, such as the new 
home sole exclusion rule. 


WASHINGTON (AP) — This 
year, you’re going to hear plenty 
of hypo about the virtues of filing 
your taxes electronically. 

But through the noise, consider 
this jui^ fact: tax remms filed 
dcctronically hove a less than 1 
percent error rate, thereby elim- 
inating one reason for the IRS to 
send you an audit letter. 

Increasing electronic filing of 
tax remms is a goal shared by 
the Clinton administration. 
Congress and the IRS itself. But 
the public has been slow to 
catch on. 

More chan 60 million taxpoy- 
era could have had their remms 
filed electronically in, 1997 
because they were prepared on 
computers by tax preparers but 
instead were filed on paper, 
according to the Treasury 
Department. 

Of the 121 million. individual 
tax remms filed this year, only 
19.2 million were filed either 
through computers or a speciol 
touch-ton e-telephone-fiiin g pro* - -* 
gram, the Treasury Department 
said. 

And despite the explosive 
growth of personal computers 
and Inicmei access, just 367,000 
taxpayers filed their taxes elec- 
tronically using their home com- 
puters and tax preparation soft- 
ware. * • 

For many, the sticking point 
has been the extra $10 people 
have to pay for processing. 

But this year, the two leading 
tax software programs — Turbo 
Tax ond Kiplingcr’s Tax Cut — 
arc making a dent in that barri- 
er by offering free electronic fil- 
ing. Kiplingcr allows free elec- 
tronic filing, while Turbo Tax 
will offer it with the deluxe ver- 
sion of its tax software. 

"The reason for the free elec-

Independent contractors face special problems at tax time 


BALTIMORH (AP) — Being 
your, own boss opens up a whole 
new world when it comes time to 
file your taxes, one fraught with 
substantial complexity. Just ask 
Gene and Linda AuDy.* 

The Wilmington, Del., couple 
had 0 seven-year struggle with 
the Internal Revenue Service 
over what they described on hon- 
est mistake involving taxes for 
her husband, a long-haul truck 
driver. 

“We filed the taxes. I just filed 
them incorrectly." Linda Autry 
said. She didn’t file a Schedule C 
for her husband’s income, which 
is required for independent con- 

• tractors. - — 

In the ensuing dispute, the IRS 
garnisheed Gene Autry’s wages. 
It took several trips to the to 
resolve the issue, and it was final- 
ly settled in November at on IRS 
problem-solving day. 

Linda Autry brought a tin of 
eooldfis to on IRS agent who ban- 
died the case, and the couple was 
expecting a refund check. 

While the outcome of the 
Autry’s case was poddve, the faa 
that the dispute lingered for 
seven years points to the serious- 


of mistakes in independent 
contractors’ taxes. 

Almost one in three workers 
has what the government calls a 
nonstandard job. The IRS said 
that in 1996, 16.4 million people 
filed a Schedule C, more than 
double the 7.4 million who filed 
the form in 1975. 

The Schedule C is where self- 
employed people report their 
income and expenses from their 
business. You deduct all of your 
business expenses from your busi- 
ness income. 

If you bought a car or computer 
for business purposes in 1997, 
complete Form 4SU to dctcmunc 
your dedueffon. 

For small businesses, such as a 
one-person house pointing opera- 
tion world^ on a cash basis, you 
con file a simplified version called 
Schedule C-EZ, so long os you ore 
not reponins a loss. 

There’s a big difference in 
treotment of expenses with a 
Schedule C from treotment on 
personal income taxes. You con 
deduct all expenses related to the 
business. On your personal 
income taxes, you're limited to 
certain expenses that total at 


least 2 percent of your adjusted 
gross income. 

People who have a regular 9-to- 
5 job con also use Schedule C t& 
report part-time income from 
their home business. 

Other issues for independent 
contractors: 

• Self-cmploymcnt taxes. You 
have to set aside coxes for Social 
Security and Medicare. The 1S3 


percent tax is levied on net earn- 
ings of $65,400 or less in 1997, 
and an additional 2.9 percent 
applies CO earnings above that 
amount 

• Business expenses. One of the 
most vexing problems for many 
self-employed workers is deter- 
mining your business mileage as 
opposed to your commuting 
mileage.

Yet “damn" is one of the lesser 
obscenities gleefully uttered by char- 
acters on the papular “South Park" 
cartoon series. Swear words have 
grown common in everything from 
print to daily conversation to 
Webster’s Dictionaiy. 

“It's part of the coanening of our 
' culture, and that's something that 
people should be concerned about,” 

. .said Boise State University education 
professor Lomont Lyons, whose spe- 
cialty is values in public education. 
“Sometimes it takes courage to adapt 
to change, but sometimes the coura- 
geous course is to stick to your princi- 
ples.”

Early taboos were more rcjiglous 
than sexual or scatological 

“It’s in the Bible that wc should not 
coke the Lard's name in vain," says 
Linda McDermott, associate minister 
of First united Methodist Church in 
Fort Wort, Tex^ told the Fort Worth 
Star-Tclegraro. “Doing that is certain-

ly a sin in that it distances you from 
God. It certainly can’t bring you clos- 
er to him." 

So what changed? 

“The 1970s were essentially the 
beginning of a more permistive era of 
language,” said Richard Tallingcn. a 
New York City-based media sdiolar 
who has written and lectured on the 
subject. “College kids were assigned 
books by Henry Miller and William S. 
Burroughs. Lenny Bruce hod made 
his reputation with o certain amount 
of swearing. George Coriin had o hit 
comedy LP about the seven words 
you couldn’t say on TV.” 

In a consumer culture increasingly 
driven by medio and advertising. 
Tallingcn said, “it became dear that 
younger people, os they began to 
have more money to spend, liked to 
spend it on things that would shock 


their parents and teachers and minis- 
ters. So TV, music, books, all those 
things thot help shape our culture, 
got radcr and nder. It hasn’t really 
stopped since.” 

• -These daya^ “younger people" can 
be defined as anyone old enough to 
speak. 

“1 think it’s overstating the case to 
say that this is language that you 
hear in cveo* dossroom, but it's cer- 
tainly true you hear in the hall- 
ways,” Lyons said. “Many of the old 
tol^s arc gone.” 

Lyons senses a generational divide 
on tolerance to swearing. 

“1 went to sec 'Good Will Hunting,’ 
which is a very fine movie, and the 
dialogue is just one four-letter word 
after another,” he sold. “1 was 
uncomfortable." 

Unlike some educators, Lyons isn’t 
convinced that children learn swear- 
ing primarily at home, but it's perva- 
sive is their Uves nonetheless. 

“When language becomes so com- 
mon that children hear it oil the time. 
It’s hard for them to understand why 
they shouldn’t use it too,” hef'said. 
‘Tum on the TV or go to the movies: 
It won’t take you long to hear o four- 
letter word." 

Many social commentators blame 
the media for this ony-obsccnity-goes 
trend. Words that children read in

“If the par- 
ents have strong feelings about bad 
language, children understand that.” 

One of the best methods for curb- 
ing Idds’ tongues was employed by an 
Idaho school district chat Lyons visit- 
ed recently, he said.

That’s what President Clinton 
exhoned during die State of the 
Union address, thumping the 
po^um os he decried the practice 
:of allowing children lo move up 
through school, regardless of aca- 
demic performance. 

California Governor Pete 
Wilson said it, too, during his 
^tatc of the State speech. U.S. 
:S^ Dianne Feinstein’s proposed 
education initiadvc calls for it. So 
do the policy statements of 
Governor George Bush 111 of 
Texas, a possible presidential can- 
didate. 

politicians dearly have jumped 
onto dm issue as one of the ills of 
idle nation’s schools. They believe 
promoting a child from grade to 
grade, whether or not he or she 
has mastmxl the expected grade- 
level drws work, is a formula for 
produdng some worthless high 
s^ool diplomas. * 

•Still, many educators roe politi- 
cians’ entrance into on issue they 
say is for more complicated than 
a three-word slogan. They are 
wary of ending sodal promotion 
because they fear its flip side — 
retention, or repeating a grade.

: PHOENIX (AP) — You’re 
cruising up Interstate 10. some- 
where between Phoenix and 
Sacaton, when nature calls. 

. Whether you cross your legs 
and keep on cruising or pull off 
to chat roadside pit stop might 
depend on whether or not you 
have a copy of Gerald and Stu^n 
Hammon's “Rest Area Review.” 
"Since we retired, weVc done 
po much traveling around the 
country that one day wo noticed 
we were becoming experts on the 
various rest stops,” explains 
Hammon, of Apache Junction. 
!‘Somc were wonderful and some 
were the pits, but there was no 
book out there to let you know 
which.” 

i : The Hammons dedded to rem- 
edy the situation. 

; They devised their own check- 
list, which notes whether the rest 
stop in question has RV and/or 
truck parking facilities, picnic 
accommodations, pet areas, facili- 
ties for the disabled, telephones, 
vending machines, and — yes — 
sanitary restroom amenities. 
They even made distinctions 
between paper towels or blowers, 
imd whether the facility had a 
true flush synem. 

Clipboard in hand, they hit the 
road again. 

“We found a particularly 
bizarre rest stop in Idaho,” Mrs. 
Hammon says. 

‘ “People kept drilling holes in 
the men’s restroom so that they 
could see into the women’s 
restroom. Whenever somebody 
filled the holes up, the holes 
would mysteriously get drilled 
out again.” 

The Alpha and Omega Rest 
Stop along state Route 20 in 
northern Ctdifomia turned out to 
be another bummer. 

“The location is beautiful, just 
beautiful,” Hammon says sadly. 
"The rest stop is situated on top 
of a ridge line and the Old 
Immigrant Trail runs right 
throu^ it. You can still sec the 


old wagon ruts. But, boy, those 
toilets arc so bad that people 
stop, open the doors, cake a whiff, 
then run for their cars.” 

The Hammons’ "Rest Area 
Reviews” are available in the' 
Nonhwost.edition, which covers' 
Idaho, Montana. Oregon, 
Washington, and Wyoming; the 
Califomio/Ncvada edition: ond 
the Southwest edition, covering 


Arizona, Colorado, New Mexico, 
and Utah. 

Arizona's potties are in pretty 
good shape, the couple were 
pleased to di^over. 

One of the Hammons’ favorite 
rest stops is the Sacaton Rest 
Stop on MO souUi, just south of 
Casa Blanca Road. 

“This is almost what we term a 
'Destination Rest Stop,”’ Mrs. 


Hammon says. “It’s clean, attrac- 
tive, and it’s just down the road 
from the Gila River Cultural 
Center. You can take care of 
business and check out the 
Indian pots at the some time. Not 
a bad deal." 

The coveted title of 
“Destination Rest Stop" has been 
bestowed on very few roadside 
potties, but one of them is locat- 


ed on Interstate 280 north, south 
of San Francisco. 

“This one Is managed by an ex- 
monk who actually lives on the 
property, and he has turned the 
entire rest area into a garden,” 
Mrs. Hammon says. “It’s the only 
rest stop Fve ever seen whidi has 
hanging boskets of flowers in the 
ladies’ restroom. The vibes arc 
pretty good there, too."

Q. I’m 25-ycois old and I was 
seriously hurt in a car oeddent. 
Fve only worked for four consec- 
utive years. Have I woikcd long 
enough to cam Social Security 
disability protection? 

A. You probably have worked 
long enough for protection. To 
quiUify for Social Security dis- 
ability benefits, you must have 
worked long enough and recent- 
ly enough under S^ol Security. 
Since you arc 25 years old, you'd 
qualify if you have credit for 
having worked half the time 
between age 21 and the time 
you become disabled. At the age 
of 25 you would need two years 
of work (eight credits) out of the 
post four yeors (between the 
ages of 21 and 25). ln'1998, you 
receive one Social Security cred- 
it for each $620 of comings, up 
to the maximum of four credits 
per year. Call Social Security at- 
1-800-772-1213 to apply for bene- 
fits and for more information 
atwul your individual cose. 

Q. I’m a 6&-ycar-oId woman. 
My only income is my $342 
Social Security retirement 
check. I’ve been able to supple- 
ment my check with my savings 
account so I can pay bills. But 
I’ve exhausted my savings 
account and I can't make ends 
meet. What con I do? 

A. Contact Sodal Security at 
1-800-772-1213. You may be eli- 
gible for Supplemental Security 
Income (SSI) benefits as well as 
your Social Security benefit. SSI 
pays benefits to people who arc 
age 65 or older, or blind, or have 
a disability and who don’t own 
much or have a lot of income. If 
you qualify for SSI, you may also 
get Medicaid which can help 
supplement your Medicare eov- 
croge.

passed that mythical landmark

Is America ready for that? No 
way. After Sonny Bono died on 
the slopes at 62, and Sen. John 
Glenn (D-Ohlo)' announced that 
he'll trovel into space again at 77, 
radio talk shows were awash with 
jokes and comments .from listen- 
ers repulsed that “geezers" are 
risking their lives in such dangc^ 
ous ways. One caller couldn’t 
understand whv old people, 
“who’ve already hod theV day," 
would do anything risky at all. 
“What are they trying to prove?” 

He can be forgiven for not 
understanding. — 

On one hand, America is aware 
that people arc living longer, 
healthier lives with every passing 
decade (life expectancy has 
climbed to 76.1 years). They 
know that with gene therapy and 
other breakthroughs, the longevi- 
ty statistics will almost surely 
continue to improve. 


On the other hand, many 
Americans still believe anyone 
older than 50 Is old. Anyone older 
than 60 is very old. And anyone 
older than 70 is fragile, dimin- 
ished mentally and physicolly, 
and should bo on wheels, a cane 
or in a pine box They b^cve it 
because the popular culture has 
told them to. 

Most Americans have not yet 
heo^ atout “successful aging," a 
concept bom 10 years ago os the 
result of a reseat^ program sup- 
ported by the MacArthur 
Foundation. Dr. John D. Rowe, 
the principal investigator, con- 
cluded that medical rcscon^ has 
placed too much emphasis on the 
deficit^ that come with ogiiig and 
were -always thoughc-to be 
caused by the aging process 
itself. 

Rowe showed, through various 
studies, that these detunes may 
really be explained in terms of 
lifestyle, habits, diet and an 
array of psychosocial factors hav- 
ing nothing to do with the aging 
process.

Rosen and Weil, who hove 
studied the effects of ti^tnology 
on people, say millions arc foiling 
victim to technology-induced 
stress ■— often without even real- 
izing ir. 

- "People are'feeling frustrated. 
They’re a bit overwhelmed, a bit 
under duress, and never really 
knowing why," Rosen said. 
“We’re giving a name, to it." 

For Rosen, the fundamental 
issue is tlmt computers and other 
kinds of advanced technology 


have created as many problems 
as they have solved when it 
comes to helping people cope 
with their doily lives. 

"People need to understood 
that the reason chat I love my 
computer and hate it at the some 
time is this kind of creeping 
stress chat it's bringing into our 
lives,’’ Rosen said. 

"We’ve somehow lost our per- 
spective, he said. "We’ve been 
Ira away from the dream of hav- 
ing tools do things for us so that 
we have more time to do what we 
wont to do.” 

Indeed, many of us have 
become slaves to the very tech- 
holo^cs that we originally hoped 
would free us from drudgery. E- 
moil, faxes, pagers, Web pages 
and cell phones demand our care ' 
and attention. 

In the process, said Rosen, they 
keep us from giving our undivid- 
ed attention to the jobs that mat- 
ter most. 

“Even the idea of calm, peace 
and, quiet is a foreign concept to 
people," he said. 

Pan of the problem is that peo- 
ple simply C17 too hard to keep 
up with the barrage of informa- 
tion. They often try to do nvo or 
more things at the some time, a 
strategy that almost never works. 


"Our brain is not a multitask- 
ing machine like a computer is,” 
Rosen said. "Our brain is not 
capable of doing an effective job 
of talking on the phone and read- 
ing e-mail at the same cima” 

Fortunately, Rosen said, ihcrc 
are strategies for limiting the 
stress. 

One of the Hrst steps is to real- 
ize that virtually everyone is 
experiencing some level of tech- 
nological stress. In other words, 
you ore not alone. So don’t bad- 
ger yourself with the fear that 
you’re not keeping up with oth- 
ers. 

Another key step is to remem- 
ber who's boss. 

If certain devices — - telephone, 
e-mail, faif machine or TV (to 
name just b few likely suspects) 

— ore interrupting your conccn- 
cration, mm them off. Turn tho 
clock off-coo, if that’s what it 
takes CO Stop glancing at every 
passing minuic. 

“Every time you’re interrupt- 
ed, you have to reconstruct in - 
your brain where you were," 
Rosen' said. “Wc just have to 
understand where the interrup- 
tions are coming from.” 

In short, it’s a matter of taking 
charge of your technology before 
it takes ch^c of you.

Sister of suicide victim learns 
hazard of ignoring warning signs 


DEAR ABBY: Two ntORChs ago 
my youngest sister called mo - 
collect again - sobbing that she 
felt alone and frightened in the 
world. She asked if wc could 
meet for tea or if I could visit her. 
As a mother of twins and self- 
employed, I reminded her t^iat 
having tea in a cafe is a luxury 1 
cannot afford. 

Last month she called me 
again. She wanted to spend 
Saturday night with us and moke 
41 pancake breakfast "for old 
times* sake.** She told me she* 
missed me and felt blue. (Abby, 
Saturday nights are reserved for 
my husband.) 

Two weeks ago, my sister invit- 
ed me to a matinee - her treat. 
She tcorfuUy informed me that 
she was not sleeping well (she 
was being treated for depr^on 
and chrome fad^ syndrome). I 
told her, “Worldng people don't 
go to matinee^ but when wu get 
' your life together, you'll know 
whet 'chroruc-living-lifc-fatlguc' 
Is." 

1^ little sister will never call 
again. She took her life last week. 
My sister had some of the best 
-medical help available, and I 
know she was ultimately respon- 
sible for her own life. 

But I also know chat TU never 
again brush her hair out of her 
sleepy blue eyes or trade my 
blouse for her mauve lipstick, or 
tell her she's not fat - she’s beau- 
dfuL 

• Most of all, I will never forgive 
myself for not realizing how suici- 
dal my sister was. Perhaps this 
letter will prevent others from 
making the mistakes I made. 

—LESSON LEARNED IN 
THE WORST OF WAYS 

DEAR LESSON LEARNED: 
Please accept my sincere sympa- 
thy on the tragic loss of your sis- 
ter. 

It is vital that you understand 
it’s common for those who sur- 
vive the suicide of a loved one to 



experience guilt and to feel that 
somehow they could have pre- 
vented the tragedy. 

True, agreeing to get together 
with your sister when she asked 
would have given you different 
memories, but in all likelihood, it 
would not have prevented her 
from coking her life. Her troubles 
were far deeper dutn a social visit 
could have remedied. 

I urge you 'and anyone who is 
strug^ng CO cope vdth the sui- 
cide of B loved onb to dnd a tuj> 
port group. Any crisis center or 
suidoe hotline can refer you to a 
group in your area.

How to tell children to do 
as you say, not as you did 


Maybe you smoked pot in your 
younger days. Perhaps you occa- 
sionally borrowe d a co ld one 
fromyouFda'd.’^'six-pack dfbrew ' 
whenever he was not around. Or 
maybe on your dates you routine- 
ly skipped heavy petting and 
moved on to the next stage. 

Children experiment. It’s in 
their job description. They often 
use poor judgment and engage in 
behaviors so risky that, when wc 
os adults reflect upon our youth, 
wc are amazed that wc made it 
tiirougli those years in one piece. 

As parents we usually reap the 
karma we sowed as youngsters: 
One day you’re botind to face the 
prospect of admonishing your 
child or issuing a warning against 
somcihing that you once ^o. 

Guilt paralyzes some parents 
who feel at odds with telling 
their young.stcr3 not to'do some- 
thing they once did. 

For other parenu, such scenar- 
ios evoke the feeling of o game of 
truth or dare: Do I dare reveal 
my own past indiscretions or do I 
shade the truth? 

Hovf you tell your children not 
to — even tltough you did — can 
determine whether or not they 
understand the long-term conse- 
quences of their choices — and 
eventually make wise decisions. 

“It is our responsibility to 
teach our children these morals 
regardless of whether wc made 
poor dedsioas in the post," 

Diane Suhm, a family educator at 
the Parent Resource Center in 
Orlando, Fla. “It’s really impor-

tont for us to separate ourselves 
from the issue." 

For some parents that is a diffi- 
cult thing. Ihc thought of preach- 
ing abstinence may be uncom- 
fortable CO a woman who had a 
child out of wedlock. And the 
parent who inlialcd as much pot 
smoke as oxygen in his halcyon 
days may become tongue-tied 
when delivering the big “Soy No 
to Drugs" spccdi. 

When such touchy issues arise, 
so often docs guilt; Parents, how- 
ever, cannot afford guilt. It 
comes with too high a price, 
experts say. 

“It’s not about your guilt," sold 
Teresa Langston, author of 
“Parenting without Pressure" 
(NavPress, 1994). “You wont the 
best for your kid, and you do that 
by equipping them to understand 
the behavior — but a lot of times 
we get caught up in our own 
stuff.” 

Some parents love to unload 
their stuff on their kids. Langston 
lends parent education work- 
shops, where she often encoun- 
ters parents who treat their 
young'childrcn as confidants, 
sharing with them more informa- 
tion tl^ the child is able to han- 
dle. 


Sudi disdosurcs can backfire. 

“Kids use it as ammunition 
when they get older,” Langston_ 
■ said. 

Such admissions “justify it in 
the kid’s mind — -you did it and 
you turned out OK. What’s the 
big deal?" 

Even parents who do not rou- 
tinely divulge their tabloid 
details will have to address these 
issues. 

Perhaps a child overhears a 
telephone conversation where 
you discussed a particularly bad 
or embarrassing situation. 

Or curiosity will nudge a child 
into asking a^ut sex, drugs, alco- 
hol or any other issue that is 
guaranteed to cause a parent to 
squirm. 

“I think we can expect chat 
kids are going to be testing us. 
They’re going to be asking ques- 
tions like did you do drugs or did 
you hove sex," said Suhm of the 
Parent Resource Center. "It's 
important to stay focused on the 
issue." 

Parents should not lie when 
children osk about their past 
choices. But Mom and Dad arc 
not obliged to volunteer any gory 
details. 

When the questions qome, 
Michael H. Popkin, author of 
"Active Parenting of Teens," a 
video-based porcnc education 
program headquartered. ln_ 
Atlanta, suggests parents “dodge 
their question by reflecting it 
backito them.”

"1 haven’t hod time to think 
about it," Fve pussyfooted, hop- 
ing they’d go away. 

Journalises being some of the 
world's most tenacious people, 
they haven't gone away, so I’ve 
read what I could get my .hands 
on concerning Promise Keepers, 
talked to some men who have 
— attended Promise Keepers gath- 
erings, and arrived ot a few per- 
sonal conclusions: 

Promise Keepers seems to rep- 
resent laudable ideals and is hav- 
ing a positive impact on the “fam- 
ily consciousness” of the men 
who attend. 

I am convinced that when it 
comes to politics, the overwhelm- 
ing majority of men who have 
attended Promise Keepers rallies 
arc conservative, but I sec no evi- 
dence that Promise Keepers is a 
political movement. 

Promise Keepers docs indeed 
believe the mole should “head" 
the two-parent family. After near- 
ly 30 years of marriage, my wife, , 
WtUic, and I feel that families do . 
not work ^vell by c&mmittce, even 
committees of two. In any dven 
family situation, we'vo found that 
it’s but if one of the partners is 
recognized os the legitimate ^ol 
outhority in that particular area, 
and that when all is sold and 
done, he or she will make the 
final dedsian. 

j^misc Keepers is well Inten- 
tioned, but It deals with only half 



of the problem, and in this case, 
half will ultimately amount to 
nothing. 

Yes, the typical male has been 
lax toward his marital responsi- 
bilitics. But just os men should 
rcinvigoratc the role of husband, 
women should uncouple from 
what wc psychologists term 
“enmeshed” relationships with 
their children and recommit to 
being wives, tirst and foremost. 

Today’s ti^icol wife, as soon as 
she becomes a parent, begins to 
act as if she took a marriage vow 
that read, “I take you to be my 
husband, until children do us 
part." Women of my mother's 
generation (and some even older) 
tell me chot up until a generation 
or so ago, a wife who become a 
mother remained first and fore- 
most a wife. If she worked out- 
side the home (not all thot 
uncommon, believe it or not), she 
was referred to as a “working 
wife." The issue of her employ- 
ment was a marital issue, not a 
parenting one. If she worked in 
the home, she was n “housewife" 
—a wife in the home. 

The difference in vernacular 
reflects a shift in the family role 
to which women primarily assign 
themselves. ' 


This shift came about largely 
because os America shifted to a 
scif-cstccm-bascd child-rearing 
philosophy, women became per- 
suaded that the mother who paid 
the most attention to and ^d the 
most for her child was the best 
mother of them all. 

As a consequence, the mother- 
child relationship is, more often 
than not, dominated by the child. 
Women arc by no means to 
blame for this upsidcKiown state 
of affairs. They are, however, 
responsible for c o rrecting it. - 
Today’s typical husband has 
■ become his wife’s “parenting 
aide," there to assist her in what 
she views as her primary faibily 
obligations. Their marriage is a 
Cheshire cat — now you see it, 
now you don’t. Their children, 
therefore; lack an authentic 
model of what being married is 
oil about. 

The ^crican family is wctik'er 
than ^cr. More than anything, 
America needs a family revolu- 
tion — a retro-revolution, more 
spedticolly. It’s not going to hap- 
pen, however, unless both men 
and women face up to thdir 
unwitting complicity in the fami- 
ly's decline. In other words, men 
aren’t the only ones vnIio need to 
keep promises. i -

Study: Kids don’t differentiate between cable, networks 


NEW YORK (AP) — Today’s 
children arc the first generation 
of television viewers to make no 
distinction between broadcost 
networks and those only avail- 
able by cable or satellite, a 
resenrener said Tuesday. 

Asked which television net- 
work they turn to first, 31 per- 
cent of children ages 6 to 11 
pitted cable's Nickelodeon. Fox 
was second with 14 percent, fol- 
lowed by The Disney Channel 
and The Cartoon Network. 

The research wos commis- 
sioned by thc*MTV Networks, 
operators of Nickelodeon, MTV 


and VHl. A total of 275 children 
were questioned last May, said 
Betsy Frank, executive vice pres- 
ident of research and dovclop- 
ment for the networks. 

Networks like Nickelodeon 
will use the research in trying to 
convince advertisers to pay 
more for commercial time. 
Advertisers poy more on brood- 
cast networks like CBS, ABC, 
the WB and Fox because they 
arc available to most viewers 
without expensive cable or satel- 
lite hookups.

Nickelodeon their favorite chan- 
nel. Frank said. 

Nielsen Media Research fig- 
ures also show the rapid shift 
toward cable viewing on

share on Saturday mornings — 
meaning nearly three-quarters 
of television sets in use were 
timed in to them.

An odd and lonely place 

Young widows face singular problems, sociologist says

A widow at 41. That’s a sad new 
title for TV newswomon Katie 
Court c. 

Her husband, high-profile actor 
ney Jay Monahan, died of cancer 
recently at age 42. When Jams 
Boeger of Olathe, Kan., heard the 
news, “I thought, you know, I . 
could write her o letter and cell 
her, T know exactly how you fed 
at this moment.''’ 

Beeger's husband, Nick, died of 
cancer on March 25, 1997, at age 
42, That day Janis entered on odd 
and lonely place young widow- 
hood. 

Here is what she would tell 
Kade Couric about Uiat place: 

“You aren’t the some, because 
half of you is gone. And it will be 
a long time before you feel differ- 
ently. And you’ll grieve not just 
for (hat person, but for the past 
— you had -and for the fifhirc that 
you had planned that will not 
become a reality. 

“Everybody says, 'It’ll get bet- 
ter with dmc.’ But you will never 
be the same person again. I 


already know that” 

Young widows face unique 
issues, according to Helena 
Lopata, author of “Current 
Widowhood; Myths and 
Realities’’ (Sage Publications). 
“There arc several more serious 
problems than with older wid- 
ows,” said Lopata, a senior pro- 
fessor in the sociology depart- 
ment at Loyola University in 
Chicago. 

As women age, Lopata said, 
they eventually come to expect 
widowhood. Older women, she ’ 
said, “arc more likely to 
'rehearse,' as it is colled, os their 
friends become widows and they 
sec how it changes their lives.” 

But young women who don't 
observe this aren’t prepared, 
emotionally or practfcailly. 

Loptata Has studied and worked 
with widows in their 20s, 30s and 
40s and has noticed that many 

• have similar concerns. - - 

If a woman's husband died sud- 
denly there is often unfinished 
financial business. If she has 
sihall children, a widow worries 
about suddenly being Mommy 


and Daddy. 

And America is a youth-orient- 
cd sodety, Lopata added, so “peo- 
ple don't want to think about or 
deal with death and dying and 
grief,” often leaving the young 
widow without emotional sup- 
port 

Another odd problem*mony 
young widows encountered. 
Lopata said, is that married 
women friend started avoiding 
them “because the wives 
assumed that their husbands . 
might be interested in the widow 
... even when the husbands don’t 
do anything to make iho wives 
think this.” 

But to Boeger, it’s the feeling 
that “yoiu- world is spinning, and 
you're just watching it” that is so 
overwhelming 

In August 1996 she and her 
family hud just moved into a 
home they had built in Olathe — 
“our dream home." Boeger said. 

Five weeks to the day later 
Nick was diagnosed with lung 
cancer, then a tumor in his kid- 
ney appeared. He .was dead Hve 
months later.

T he early Arizona 

morning of April IS, 1994. 
was dork and clear, and 1 had- 
just paid my taxes. What bet- 
ter reason to step outside, take 
the covers off a telescope and. 
literally, see what's up? 

In the last hour of a night, 
the sky looks very different 
from the evening before. That evening, 
the Moon had been high in the south; now 
it had long since set, revealing a dark, 
starry sky. Stars .shining high overhead a 
few hours ago were gone, and a whole new 
batch of distant suns had risen in the cast. 

My interest wasn't in those stars but 
rather in liny balls of dirt and icc we call 
comets. Had any new ones appeared sin« 

I last kxAcd at the sky? For me, any look at 

the sky is a time loaded with uncertainly. 
Had any new worids come by for a visit? 

Opening up Miranda, my 16-inch- 
diameter scope, meant more than just tak- 
ing off some covers. Protected against 
the weather, the mighty telescope sits in- 
side a sliding-roof obsdrvntory. a struc- 
ture I had buiUoulofamctal garden shed. 
Standing at the building's cast end. I gave 
the roof a shove, and it rolled away, ex- 
posing a magnificent sky. I focused the 
eyepiece on some stars, sat down com- 
fortably and was on my way beyond the 
wild blue yonder. 

My quest for comets that morning be- 
gan with a careful, two-second look at 
what I saw in the telescope's field of view,

(Harry Perzi^an, the dealer who had supplied drugs to 
Hugh, sued Carroll O’Connor for $10 million for slan- 
der. for calling him “a partner in murder.”! His lawyer 
chjuactcrued him ns the “little guy” whose rights were 
being trampled by a “big guy.” The big guy (he poim- 
cd at me) wanted to shift blame for his son’s suicide 
away from himself, the indifferent father who was re- 
sponsible foriL But the jury rejected any identification 
with this particular litUe guy.

March 23: During the day and Into the night I had 
an attack of nausea which drained me of all fluids — 
continual vomiting and evacuating. 

I needed some help, but there is little help available 
to one who loves an addict— help in Jeaming how to 
let go of the anxiety of the days, in waiting for the 
worst. Some people are helped by support groups like 
Alanon. My wife. Nancy, and Angela had attended 
Alonon sessions. They had thereby infuriated Hugh, 
which is typical. 

March 26: Couldn’t leave the house. Up three or 

four times during the night feeling ill. Spoke to Hugh 

about 9 p.m. He blamed me for keeping him and his 
family opart. We pray for him. Nancy is frequently in 


tears over him— hoping he’ll fight free of this, that 
we all won't lose him.

rust removers— are very dangerous 
are windshkld-washer solution, andfreezt 
and any product containing ethyl alco 
hoi. such as hard liquor, wine, beer am 

mouthwash. Pesticides also are very ^ 
gcrous. Even seemingly harmless iro 
supplements may be fatal to children. 

Soloway warns that older children and 
adults often get in trouble by combining 
housdiold cleaning products that pi^uce 
dangerous gases. Mixing ammonia and 

bleach— or chlorine and an add. such as 

bleach and toilet-bowl cleaner— can create potential- 
ly lethal chloramine or chlorine gases. 

Fire. “Using smoke detectors cuts in half your 
chances of dying in a fire." says Susan McKclvey of 
the National Fue Protection Assodntion. She sug- 
gests having a working smoke dctectoron every ftoor. 
including the basement, and one in or near every sle^ 
ing area. For quality, she says, “it’s important to malm 
sure the unit carries the label of an indc^tot test- 
ing lab, such as Underwriters Laboratories. 

Smoke detectors should be tested by homcown^ 
every month, and fresh batteries should be installed 
every six months. “About 92% of homes have detw- 
tofs. but a quarter of them don’t work." nyorts the 
Consumer Product Safety Commission. McKclvey 



says many people think that if a fire si^ at night and 
they’re asleep, the crackling sound wiU awaken them. 
In fact, she adds, “toxic gases could lull them into 
deeper sleep before the fire really gets going.” lb keep 
gases and smoke out in the event of a fire, it’s impor- 
tant CO close bedroom doors at night. 

Another misconception. McKelvey says, is that 
there’s a lot of time to get out once a fire st^. In re- 
ality studies have shown that two ntinutes U all the 
time there usually is. McKelvey suggests that an e^ 
cape plan be created for getting out of the house in 
case of a fire and that the family practices using it. 
“The plan should include two exits from 
and a safe meeting place outside," she says. This will 
allow you to confirm that everyone got out 


“TTie No.l cause of fires." McKelvey 1 
says, “is cooking. People leave things un- 
attended." Space healers, furnaces and 
stoves are also dangerous if not cleaned 
or maintained properly or if they’re close 
to flammable materials. While cooking 
is the leading cause of fire, the leading 

cause of cfeaih by fire is smoking. In I^. 

there were 417.000 home fires resulting 
ia 4035 in the U.S., and as mimy 
as 23% were caused by smoking. Always 
smoking materials with water be- 
fore discarding them.
